To the citizens of- the town of Hebron. The school board 
herewith submit their report for the year ending March 1, 
1392; 

The number of schools supported by the town district dur- 
ing the year has been two, one at the East Hebron school 
house and one at the village. We have also sent one scholar 
to Bridgewater and had one taught at home. , 

The summer term of ten weeks in East Hebron was taught 
by Miss Minnie B. Waxpron, of Wentworth. This was Miss 
Waldron’s first school, and she proved herself a successful 
teacher. ‘The closing examination showed hard labor both on 
the part of teacher and pupils. :

Irregular attendance 
is one of the gréatest evils in our schools and we would ask 
as a favor of the parents that they see to it, that their child- 
dren are more punctual in their attendance. 

A balance of unexpended money belonging to the East He 
bron division of the district is in the hands of the treasurer, 
and we shall endeavor to have it profitably expended next year. 

We thank all for the kindly interest they have taken in 
school affairs and trust they will ever have the same interest in 
the education of their children.
